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Educ. Testimony Taken， 
But Maybe Not Heeded

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
JIntergovermnmental Advisory Coun- 
cil on Education held a series of 
public hearings last week on current 
educational policies of the federal 
govenrment. Two of these policies， 
the education block grants and the 
tuition tax credit, came Under heavy 
attack by Several of the speakers，. 

Council-member ”Harriet  M. 
Weider，a_ member of the Orange 
County “Board of Supervisors， 
stressed that the purpose of the 
public hearings was not to re- 
formulate federal education policies， 
but merely to assess the impact of 
programs already in place.

Antonio Risianto，the jleaks into 
tenants” rooms come from the 
collection of water on the roof. That 
water Seeps through the gavel and tar 
TIoof which Risianto described in his 
Written report as “old，dry and 
brittle.” 

He alsopointed outtothehearing 
o 人 cer that a gutter from an adjacent 
building does not have a downsponut 
and drains Train water directly onto 
the 917 玫 earny roof， Risianto，a 
licensed general contractor， con- 
ducted a _ visual examination of the 
building on October 7, 1982. 

A letter from tenant Yee to the 
Owners also brought no response. In 
themeantime,Yeetold Hestor “The 
water leaks directly above my bed. 
Tve lost some clothing; and Tve had 
to throw them away.” 

Mr. Tsang，of room ##204,， has 
lived at the hotel since 1971. He 
pays $100 a month in rent. Because 
he could.not speak English and the 
representative from the Hogan 久 
Vest 了 Property Management 
company，which takes care of the 


_building，could not speak Chinese， 


Tsang could not verbally 
communicate what was wrong with 
his room. 
PATITED 
He did, however,， recall that he 
“took him (the man from Hogan)tothe 


room and pointed out the leaks.” 
Tsang continued, “He patted my 
Shoulders and said everything was 
Okay,” 

With the Trains coming down 
again in early 1981,though,theleaks 
came again, too. Cracks developed 
in ITsang'Ss ceiling， After spending 
$50 ofhis own money for new paint， 
the elderly man asked AND to help 
him paint his room. He hoped that 
this would help reduce the water 
falling into the unit: 

As he became more excited， 
Tsang mimicked with his hands and 
fingers how the Train nevertheless 
continued to fall.“In 1981 after the 
room was painted, when it started to 
rain, it began to ljeak again.” 

Like Yee，this second tenant 
made several attempts to notify the 
owners ofthe building. He,however， 
approached a bilingual Hogan 色 
Vestemployee, Mr. Lai. Lai assured 
him that the leaky ceiling would be 
Tepaired. 

TYWwice he told Tsang the repairs 
WwWere forthcoming. Andtwicehe later 
told the tenant that the repairmen 
who had gone out to fix the roof had 
not done the task because they could 


not find a parking place in the area. 


NIGHT 

“Toffered to stay up all night to 
ITeserve a Space,”explained Tsangto 
the hearing o 他 cer, “and let the 
Workers repair the leak， No one 
Showed up.” 

During those wet . months， 
Tsang's clothes got wet, and he, too， 
had to discard them. Describing the 
clothes as“old anyway,”Tsang did 
eXpress regret With the fate of his bed 
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operating these programs,” she 
stated. “We will report to the 
Secretary “ (of education)， the 


president and Congress ofthe impact 
of these policies. 

“Ifthere is testimony against the 
proposals,，we would recommend to 
the secretary and the president that 
Somehow the message is not getting 
across,”she concluded. 

Weider dismissed Suggestions 
that adverse testimony might mean 
that Something was wrong with “the 
Imessage” _ itself “This isnt a 
judgemental forum,” she declared 
emphatically Its 3a matter of 
communication and lack of 
information.” 

The hearing on the block grants 
was held to determine the impact of 
the new furding procedure used by 
the Reagan administration for 
distributing federal education funds 
to individuajl states. 

SPECIEIC 

Under the block grant Program， 
29 categorical grants 一 federal 
funds given to the states for Specific， 
federalljy-mandated programs 
WwWere combined into asingle, block” 
grant. This block grant is giventothe 
States, to be used by the state as 站 
Sees fit. The move was part of the 
New Federalism and is designed to 
give individual states more control 
Over their educational Systems， 

Dr. Virgil Hollis, Marin County 
Superintendent of Schools, testified 
that the block grants did indeed 
increase local participation in setting 
School programs. 

“The block grants maximize 
local control,”he claimed. “There's 
Imore parental involvement，more 
community participation and the 
funding is based on district needs. 
There's more _ community and 
parental  awarenesSs of students” 
education.” 

Sally Stewart，president of the 
California School Boards Assoc.， 
added that there was reduced 
paperwork with the block grants and 
more attention could be focused on 
meeting the local needs of students， 
Without federalregulations stipulating 
how to spend the federal funding. 

“The people closest to the 
programs can solve the problems 
best,'” she noted. “The increased 
flexibility at the local level will 
improve our educational programs,” 
asserted the association head. 

Even while supporting the 
concept of more local control overthe 
federal funds, however, Stewart and 
others wondered whetherthey would 
one day be held accountable for how 
they had spent the money. 

She recalled a 1965 federal 
program thatalsohadfew guidelines. 
“Five years later，federal auditors 


came around and told us how we 
should have spent the money,”she 
recounted. 

“A clear understanding of the 
rules of the game is _ essential,” 
Stressed Alfred Ramirez，of the 
Nevada Dept.ofEducation, echoing 
Stewart's ”concerm for the 
accountability issue. 

Councilwoman Weider tried to 
allay their concerns. “The whole 
philosophy of the Program is that 
there _ are no controls. The 
accountability has to be with the 
recipients (of the federal funds):” 

The lack of controls and ”acr 
countability requirements, however， 
drew ”severe criticism from 
Opponents of the block grant 
approach. 

Billy Alexarider, ainember of fthe 
Richmond District Advisory 
Council， charged that by 
relinquishing control over how the 
money is spent， the federal 
goverImment is allowing local school 
boards to _ violate the rights of 
students.“If you:re concerned with 
equal access to education，it's not 
going to be with the block grants.” 

He recalled ， that “federal 
guidelines arose in the first place to 
overcomelocalprejudices andbiases 
of School boards， and _ that 
categorical grant programs arose 
precisely because the needs of 
certain students were not being met 
by local school boards.“You know 
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and I know what 'local control has 
meant for black folks,”and other 
minorities. 

His wife，Barbara Alexander,，a 
member of the _ California Alliance 
of Black School.Educators，noted 
that shehad successfullysuedformer 
Health and Human Services director 
Joseph Califano because federal 
fands were being Spent on students 
who did not qualify for the federal 
programs. 

“After 41exa1zaer vv Calt 因 zzo， 
the federal government audited 82 
School districts and 66 were found to 
be misusing federal ”funds， 


amounting to $28 million,”she told- 


the council. “Even with strings 
attached (to the federal funding)， 
there were pIoblems. TIhat should 
tell you _ something about “local 
control! 

David Swanson， aSSistant 
Superintendent for Secondary 
education in the Oakland Unified 
School District, was concerned that 
WwWithoutthe Specific federal programs 
funded under the categorical grants， 
the special needs of certain Students 
would not be met. 

Noting that of Oakland's 40,000 
public _ school students，8796 -are 
either minorities, immigrants and/or 
possessing limited or non-English 
speaking ability，he said Oakland 
had been _ getting $1.2 million in 
categorical grants to meet the needs 
of these students. 

“Before the block grants，we 
Were getting 29 categorical grants to 
meet the Special needs of our 
Students in Such areas as Career 
education，counseling and guidance 
SerVices， English ”proficiency 
programs， and safe schools 
programs,”Swanson testified. 

-But the _ block grants have 
resulted in a 709% cutback in the 
federal funds for these programs,” 
reported the Oakland representative. 
“These programs had made 3 
Significant difference in achievement:. 

“The block grants are grossly 
inequitable.” He said that because 
theblock grants are distributedtothe 
School districts on a per-pupil basis， 
the differences in the level of need 
among students are ignored. 

In fact, claimed Swanson, of the 
federal funding still left forOakland， 
almost, 15%0 is going to private 
schools, rather than to the needy in 
the public _ schools. “IThere isnt 
enough emphasis on target groups. 
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The program just doesn't adequately 
meet the needs of target groups， he 
lamented. 

Council-member Emyln Griffith 
responded to this criticism of block 
grants by suggesting that Oakland 
had simply been over-funded in the 
past and that the current reductions 
in federal funding were in the 
interests offairnessto other districts. 

“It's true that we've had great 
Success in Teceiving _ competitive 
(categorical) grants in the past,” 
Swanson conceded. “But our 
statement of need was greater than 
other districts. 

“The bottom line is adequate 
funding to meet the needs of ouUT 
students。 And in Oakland， our 
Students” needs are VeIV great.” 

No Asian Americans testified at 
the hearing to discuss how the block 
grant “ approach affects ” Asian 
American students-. 

Albert Cheng, the coordinator of 
the Bilingual Dept. ofthe SF Unified 
School District, reported that he did 
not even hear ofthe hearing until the 
morning of the hearing.， He Was. 
extremely critical of the lack of 
advertising doneto encouragepeople 
to attend the hearing. 

“Its almost  a _ farce” he 
declared.“Its as 让 they don't really 
WwWantpeople to attend.…” (Atleasttwo 
of those who did testify at the 
hearing also complained about the 
lack of publicity.) 

Cheng told 开 astestthat while 
bilingual programs Were Specifically 
exempted from the block gant 
approach，overall funding for these 
programs had，nonetheless ”been 
reduced. 

Asians, however, will likely feel 
the effects oftheblock grants in other 
areas，speculated Cheng. He cited 
federally-subsidized school lunch 
progratms and the hiring of Asian 
American school aides as two likely 
cuts， 

Ferdinand Galvez, a member of 
the “Asian Pacific American 
Advocates of California's Educa- 
tion Block Grant Task Force, told 
EastMWJrestl that it was difficult to 
assess the impact of block grants 
specifically on Asian Americans,but 
thatthe greatest affects would be felt 
by all minority groups. He said he 
Was Skeptical of'the ability or desire 
of some school boards to meet the 
needs of these Students. 

“With the crunch on the 
economy and the way the state 1s 
cutting limiting funds, the name of 
the game (for School boards) is 
SUIVivVal,”he charged.“In survival- 
type Situations, people don't alwavys 
take care of people s needs. 

“Decisions aremade on the basis 
of political inlfuence and where the 
majority of students are from,” and 


notonthebasis of which students are. 


the neediest. “By and large, it s the 
minorities - who _ are affected the 
most,”concluded Galvez. 

He observed that the block grant 
approach favors long-established 
Programs， with firmly entrenched

generally .directed at minority 
Students.”

_Symptoms of a growing epidemic 


Which is _ seriously endangering the 
lives oflocal Asian American youth. 
The epidemic: drug abuse. 
Quaaludes 一 often referred to as 
“Qi:s or “ludes”on the street 一 
Were originally developed for the 
treatment of malaria. They first hit 
themarketin the United States inthe 


1960s，but within the past five years 


they have become the Primary 
Substance for abuse by Asian 
American youths in the Bay Area. 
According to Harry Chuck， 
executive director of San Francisco 
Chinatown's “ Cameron ”House， 
SCcenarios Such as those described 
above are evidence that Quaalude 
Usage by Asian American youths is 
beyond the “experimental” stage. 
The pharmaceutical name for the 
drug is Methaquaalone. Basically, it 
js a Sleeping pill or a“downer.” 


Quaalude users become sedated and 


drowsy, Very much like those under 
the influence of alcohol. 
SUBSTITUTE 
According to Jerome Beck, drug 
educator ”and ”counselor at 


Chinatown Youth Center,the drug is 

used by most Asian American 

youths as an“alcohol substitute.” 
“Studies seem to show that 60 to

80% of all Asian American youths 
have some part of intolerance to 
alcohol,”claimed Beck.“In many 
cases it is a genetic reason which 
causes _ alcohol to have adverse 
effects upon Asian Americans.” 

“Quaaludes are ， appealing to 
youths,” Beck asserted，“because 
they are easily concealable, readily 
available, and virtually undetectable 
一 you can not Smell them on youT 
breath.” 

While cases of Quaalude 
abuse by young `Asian Ameri- 
cans have been found as :early 
as the fifth grade, the majority of the 
abusers 一 according to Dr. Darryl 
JInaba，Doctor of Pharmacy at the 
Haight-Ashbury Detoxification 
Clinic 一 are mainly in junior and 
Senior high up through the first 
couple of years in college. 

GROWTH 

“One of the heaviest personal 
growth ”periods and emotional 
periods for anybody's development 
is when they are about to leave high 
school and enter into college,” 
observed Dr Inaba. “There is 


」tremendous pressure 一 especially 


onyoungJapanese and Chinese 一 to 
go onto college, to excell, and to do 
Well.” 

“These ”pressures are al 
conducive to Substance abuse,” 
,chargedDr. Inaba，and specifically 
conducivetothetypeofdrugthatthe 
Quaalude is 一 a downer. It is 
Something to sedate you, to take the 
pressure o 任 .” 

“Wedon'treal 几 know why Asian 
American youths use Quaaludes as 
opposed to other drugs,”continued 
Dr. Inaba“but we do know that the 
Quaalude is big. It has reached what 
We consider epidemic proportions in 
the “Japanese and “Chinese 
community.” 

Currently on the streets，three 
Quaalude tablets cost ten dollars. 
Unfortunately, the risk of bad drugs， 
physical and psychological addic- 
tion, debilitation,overdose, and even 
Ideath are some of the unseen Prices 
that a Quaalude abuser may be 
forced to pay as Well， 

SCARE 

“The real scare and problem that 

We'Vve been trying to express to the

Asian American community,”states 
Dr. Inaba,“is that the Quaaludes 
that they are buying are “street 
Quaaludes.” 

Accordingto Dr. Inaba,thesefake 
Quaaiudes may be stamped with 
“lemmon 714”and may resemble 
the pharmaceutical product“we are 
dealing with an extensive counterfeit 
operation.” 

Jerome Beck refers to the makers 
of the counterfeit Quaaludes ”as 
“bathtub chemists.” 

The fake Quaaludes，which are 
known as “fatties” in the Asian 
American community because of 
their puffy appearance，are totally 
non-dependable as far as what they 
contain and what they are, asserted 
Dr. Inaba. 

ANALYZED 

“Weanalyzed streetQuaaludes in 
the Bay Area over the past few 
years,，” he explained,， “and they 
contain a whole bunch of other drugs 
besides methaquaalone.” 

“We've found PCP，a lot of 
valium， and 8a variety of 
antihistamines which can cause 
SeVvere physical and psychological 
damge 一 much more damage than 
methaquaalone could cause by 
itself,” claimed the pharmacist. 
“That's what we”ve been most con- 
cered about.” 

Dr. Inaba characterizes most 
Asian American Quaalude users as 
being “weekenders” 一 users who 
take the drug on binges，The 
Weekender takes five at a time， 
maybe two days in a row, and then 
“cleans”up during the rest of the 
Week. 

Counterfeit Quaaludes are a 
particular danger to the weekender， 
according to Dr，JInaba， Street 
Quaaludes can contain as little as 20 
or 30 milligrams of methaquaalone， 
or as much as 400 milligrams. 

OVERDOSE 

“Ifsomeone isusedto buying pills 
that contain only 100 or 150 
milligrams of methaquaalone,”he 
explained,“and their dealer turns 
them on to a fatty” which has 400 
milligrams， and they are use to 
taking five ofthem at atime,there is 
a Serious potential for overdose and 
death. 


.addiction 


“Overdoses on Quaaludes are real 
dangerous,”Dr. Inaba emphasized. 
“Youcan die.You can stopthingand 
“You can die. You can stop 
breathing and go into a coma.” 

Physical ”and ”psychological 
to ”methaquaalone is 
another characteristic of Quaalude 
abuse. 

“The craving and the urge to keep 
on doing it is a strong psychological 
component,”Inaba pointed out.“II 
becomes a compulsion that becomes 
everythinginyourlife,and.:.allyou 
ever want to do is be wasted on it.” 

“After awhile,” he continued， 
“the daily user builds up a strong 
tolerance for the drug and mnust 
increase his dosage. As a result， 
aside _ from the ， pscyhological 
addiction，they develop a physical 
addiction.” 

DELUSIONS 

Hyperactivity, shakiness, nervous 
stomach, diarrhea, loss of sleep and 
appetite, and even delusions are all 
cited by Dr，、JInaba as Signs of 
physical addiction. 

He emphasized,however, that the 
addiction ” symptoms and the 
possibility of long term bodily harm 
afe indeed reversible 让 users Seek 
help from proper detoxification or 
therapenutic ” facilities. Sudden 
withdrawal from prolonged usage 
can induce convulsions，and can 
oftenbefatal,he warned.Thus,users 
are encouraged to Seek out properT 
medical help. 

The Drug Detoxification Project 
ofthe Haight-Ashbury Free Medical 
Clinic has been in operation Since 
1969. IThe Principal goals of the 
project are to reduce dependence on 
drugs， improve physical health， 
improve capacity for economic self- 
Support，and strengthen psychol- 
ogical functioning， especially 
interpersonal relationships. 

The professional bilingual and 
bicultural staff includes counselors， 
licensed “psychologists， licensed 
pharmacists， two physicians， a 
registered nurse，Vvocational coun- 
selors and an epidemiologist. 

ALIASES 

Dr. Inaba alsoemphasized that all 
cases handled by the clinic are 
treated - with complete confiden- 
tiality. By federal law, clients of the 
clinic do not have to reveal their real 
names，and therefore the clinic will 
entertain aliaseS. 

“We are away from Chinatown 
and Japantown for a purpose,” 
explained Dr. JInaba. “There is 
usually an ，unncessary stigma 
attachedto kids who walk into adrug 
abuse center in  J-town or 
Chinatown. We want to avoid that.” 

Acupuncture，Pphysical therapy， 
and speech (bilingual) therapy are

Explain New Years Customs 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 At a 
Special presentation last week, two 
docents of the Asian Art Museum in 
Golden Gate Park explained the 
customs of Chinese New Year to an 
audience of about 150, made up in 
equal parts of Asian Americans and 
CaucasiansS. 

Alice Lowe with the museum?s 
Education Department，noted that 
although Some customs have been 
modified in _ contemporary times， 
many other are still practiced as they 
have been in China for hundreds of 
years. 

HOUSE-CLEANING 

“The New Years festival runs 
from the first day of the first lunar 
month, which falls this year on Feb. 

13 of the Gregorian calendar, until 
the 15th dayofthe firstlunar month. 
New Year's really begins on New 
Year's eve,， with a thorough house- 
cleaning,”Lowe reported. 

“SSweeping outthe dirt represents 
throwing out the bad luck ofthe past 
yeari it's a form of exorcism. You 
can'tSweep the floor on New Year's 
day, She warned, “because you 
mightsweep outthe goodluckforthe 
coming year.” 

A second method of dispensing 
with the past years bad luck，or 
demons, is to beat drums and gongs. 
This helps to scare off the demons， 
the docent noted.“The louder, the 
better' ”she added. 


The good fortune for the coming 
year is largely dependent on one's 
behavior during the previous year. 
The behavior of family members is 
reported by the kitchen god to the 
Jade Emperor residing in heaven. 

HONEY 

“Honey is smeared on the lips of 
the kitchen god so that his words will 
be 。 Sweet” observed “Lowe. 
“Sometimes wine is poured over his 
head so he will be relaxed when 
making his report.”Lowe Said that 
kitchen god figurines are not Very 
common and these practices arenowW 
observed less frequently in the US， 

“On New Years day，it is 
customary to send the kitchen god on 
his way by burning a picture of him 
and a picture of a horse in the 
courtyard.， He travels to the Jade 
Emperor on the rising smoke，and 
children sometimes throw pebbles on 
the roof to symbolize the sound of a 
horse's hooves,”she explained. 

“This particular custom isnit 
done in SFE，though,” noted the 
docent,“Ppossibly because there are 
few courtyards， but ”more 
likely because of fire regula- 
tions.” 

Another custom is to pay all of 
one's bills before the NewYear，in 
order to start the year with a clean 
Slate. Lowel stessed, “Not to do so 
would be atiemendous loss offace.”

During the first week of the New 
Year s period, itis customary to Visit 
friends and relatives.“Bythe second 
day, the visiting is in full swing, with 
people bustlingback and forth.
